Tile unusual spectacle of a digni- 
fied college professor hailed before 
the bar of justice and accused of be- 
ing hand-in-glove with the Windy 
City’s underworld was witnessed 
here as trial of Dr. Benjamin M. 
J quires, former economist at the 
University of Chicago, and 17 co­ 
defendants, all accused o f raek- 
ete< lin g complicity, opened in court 
of Chief Justice Philip J. Finnegan. 


Capone Circle 
The trial, which promises to be a 
lengthy one, opened with I’rosecu- 
t< r Edwin Rabor giving a resume 
of the testimony he will present to 
show that the defendants entered 
into a conspiracy with the object of 
gaining and keeping control of four 
< t the city’s industries— the laun­ 
dry, cleaning and dyeing business, 
carbonated be verages and the linen 
supply business. 
Be*-ides Dr. Squires, defe ndants 
include 
Alderman Osc ar 
Nelson, 
A aron Fapiro, New York attorney 
ami trad e organizer, who once sued 
IF ar y Ford for alleged defam ato ry 
i» m a r k s about the Jewish race, and 
several officials of trade associa­ 
tions and labor unions. 
Although 
the name of Al Capone, form er ty- 
n of the Chicago underworld, 
i vs called 
among 
those 
of the 
other del ndants, the g a n g leader 
will not be present at the trial. A p ­ 
pa rently Uncle S am cannot spare 
a from Atlanta, where he is serv- 
fiar an eleven-year sentence in the 
Federa l Penitentiary. 


San* Star Witness 
A bad blow to the S tate’s case 
was experienced when Edward J. 
Brundago, former A . rney Gen­ 
eral of Illinois, who was to be the 
(prosecution's star witness, commit- 
ted suicide on the eve of the trial. 
One of the points the State had 
hoped to prove is that Capone and 
Alderman Nelson together visited 
Brundage’s office. 
What took place 
during the alleged visit must now 
remain forever a secret. 
Professor Squires, according to 
the 
prosecution, 
came 
into 
the 
racket picture in 1929, when he 
«gted as arbitrator betw een the 


cleaning and dyeing industry and 
the union. 
The State charges that 
the professor drifted from his rota 
of m ediator into whole-hearted con­ 
spiracy w ith 
union officials 
and 
other defendants and received 2 per 
cent of the gross proceeds of every 
cleaning plant, as well as a salary 
of $25,000 for “services of sm all 
consequences.” 


Paints R acket Method* 
A ccording to the S tate’s charges, 
the defendants form ed associations 
to control business, to fix prices and 
to 
create 
monopolies. 
Members 
were forced to join unions, either 
by boycotting of their business or 
by direct violence, such as break­ 
ing of windows, wrecking of trucks, 
throw ing of acid, dynam iting and 
som etim es murder. 
Tailors who did not belong to one 
of the various associations or “pro­ 
tection” system s could not have 
their clothes delivered to cleaning 
plants, says the State. 
“ If they 
refused to join, acid was thrown 
upon the clothes in their shops oi 
their shops were bombed.” 
A ttorney Sapiro entered the pie 
lure in 1932, the prosecutor de 
Hared, being hired at a salary ol 
$25,000 a year to advise the unior 
men. 
In his role of counsel, it i? 
charged, Sapiro approved a con­ 
tract whereby $1 per week would 
be collected from the owner of each 
laundry truck in Chicago, a con­ 
tract which, the prosecutor said, 
previously had 
been branded a? 
having crim inal aspects. 


C apon* Regime 
A part from the ultim ate outcome 
of the trial, its progress will be 
interesting. 
For Prosecutor Raber 
proposes to tell the whole story of 
Chicago’s crim e problem from the 
beginning o f the Capone era up to 
the present time. 
More than three hundred wit­ 
nesses are scheduled to testify for 
the State, m any of them victim s of 
the racketeering circle. 
The ap ­ 
parent w illingness of these w it­ 
nesses to aid the State indicate* 
that Chicago is finally m aking • 
determined effort to rid itself fo r­ 
ever of racketeers who so long fab 
tsned upon legitim ate busin ess.

Aaron Sapiro, New York attorney 
anti trade organizer, who once sued 
Henry Ford for alleged defa m ato ry 
re m a rk s about the Jewish race, and 
several officials of tr ade associa­ 
tions and labor unions.

A bad blow to the S ta t e ’s ca?e 
w as experienced when E dw ard J 
Jlrundage, former A. urney Gen­ 
eral of Illinois, who was to be the 
prosecution’s s t a r witness, commit- 
ted suicide on the eve of the trial. 
*)ne of the points the S tate had 
hoped to prove is th a t Capone and 
A lderman Nelson together visited 
B r und ag e’s office, 
W h a t took place 
d u rin g the alleged visit m ust now 
rem ain forever a secret. 
Professor Squires, according to 
the

Paints Racket M ethods 
According to th e S ta t e ’s charges, 
the defendants formed associations 
to control business, to fix prices and 
to 
creat e 
monopolies. 
Members 
were forced to join unions, either 
by boycotting of their business or 
by direct violence, such as b re a k­ 
ing of windows, wrecking of trucks, 
thr owing of acid, dyna m iti ng and 
sometimes murder. 
Tailors who did not belong to one 
of the various associations or ‘‘pro­ 
tection” systems could not 
have 
their clothes delivered to cleaning 
plants, says the State. 
“ If they 
refused to join, acid w as thrown 
upon the clothes in th e ir shops ot 
their shops were bombed.” 
A ttorne y Sapiro entered the pic­ 
ture in 1932, the prosecutor de 
flared, being hired at a salary ol 
$25,000 a year to advise the unior 
men. 
In his role of counsel, it is 
charged, Sapiro approved a con­ 
tr ac t whereby $1 per week would 
be collected from the ow ner of each 
laundry truck in Chicago, a con­ 
tr ac t which, the prosecutor said, 
previously had been 
branded as 
having criminal aspects. 


Capone Regime 
A p a r t from the ultim ate outcome 
of the trial, its progress will be 
interesting. 
For Prosecutor Raber 
proposes to tell the whole story of 
Chicago's crime problem from the 
beginning of the Capone e ra up to 
the present time. 
More th a n three hundred 
wit­ 
nesses a re scheduled to testify for 
the State, man y of them victims of 
the racketeering circle.

pare nt willu'Tness of these w it­ 
nesses to aid the S tate indicate!* 
th a t Chicago is finally making » 
determined effort to rid itself for 
ever of racketeers who so long fa b 
tsned upon legitimate business.
